“God is not in all his thoughts.” 
Though David spoke these words of the 
wicked, who “through the pride of his 
countenance, will not seek after God” 
(Psa. 10:4), yet they come perilously 
near to describing a very large part of 
the world today. Time (April 6) quotes 
a survey of public opinion published in 
Fortune for April. The substance of 
the answer given by a substantial major- 
ity of the public is this: “After United 
Nations troops have paraded into a pros- 
trate Berlin, where do we go then? We 
go right on to make a post war world of 
the kind we want—a world in which 
the U. S. goes out and takes a main hand 
in the management.” Of those who 
answered, 26.2% believe we should “try 
alone to organize the world for peace”;

34.3% favor forming “a new world peace 
league.” The table of answers adds up 
to 100%, and apparently no one thought 
to suggest that we might need wisdom 
from above. Perhaps few Christians 
read Fortune; or, perhaps they did not 
answer the questionnaire; or, perhaps 
they hesitated to point to the only pos- 
sible foundation of lasting peace. But, 
if this is a fair cross section of public 
opinion in the United States, it is no 
wonder that we are in turmoil. There 
will be no lasting peace till Christ comes, 
but even now God may turn the tide if 
we humble ourselves before Him. “Oh 
that my people had hearkened unto me, 
and Israel had walked in my ways! I 
should soon have subdued their enemies, 
and turned my hand against their ad- 
versaries” (Psa. 81:13, 14).

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A Letter to 
the Men in Service 


Many churches are sending special 
messages to those who have gone from 
their midst into the service of the 
nation. The Editors were glad to re- 
ceive recently, from their friend and 
former fellow worker, Dr. Robert C. 
McQuilkin, President of Columbia Bible 
College, the following exceptionally fine 
letter, which was sent out by the First 
Presbyterian Church of Johnson City, 
Tenn., of which Dr. Robert King is 
pastor. It not only shows that the men 
are remembered at home, but also sets 
forth clearly the way of salvation. 
Here is the letter: 

“Each one of you boys who has gone 
into the service from our church is 
constantly on our hearts, and remem- 
bered in our prayers. 

“We know you are proving to be good 
soldiers for your country, but there is 
something even greater than this, and 
that is, that you may be ‘a good soldier 
of Jesus Christ.’ 

“You could not have been a member 
of this church and not have known the 
way of salvation; but because it is pos- 
sible to have heard and yet not to have 
accepted Christ as your own personal 
Saviour, we are writing in behalf of the 
King of kings, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
to ask you that if you do not feel abso- 
lutely sure you are saved, you will pray 
this prayer: 

Lord Jesus, if I have never done it 
before, I do now accept Thee as my 
Saviour. I thank Thee for cleansing 
my sins in Thine own precious blood, 


and for coming into my heart to dwell 
within me forever, to give the strength 
and power to live the Christian life. 


“When you do this, the Lord Jesus 
becomes the Captain of your salvation, 
and as you follow in obedience to Him, 
you will find His grace is more than 
sufficient to meet the special tempta- 
tions and hardships that you will meet 
in the service. 


“Remember, too, that the Army and 
Navy, Marines, and Air Corps constitute 
one of the greatest mission fields of the 
world today. We are sending you tracts 
and leaflets which will show forth the 
way of salvation, and which will answer 
the problems of the boys with you. We 
send: these that you may have them to 
distribute. 


“Never forget the glorious fact that 
God has a perfect plan for your life. 
This war has been no surprise to Him. 
Your service in it is no interruption of 
God’s plan for your life. Place your life 
completely in the hands of the Lord 
Jesus. We are praying for your safety, 
and that God may lead you out into a 
great service for Him now and after 
the war is over. 


“God has promised to overrule this 
war and make it work for the carrying 
out of His purpose in getting the Gospel 
to the uttermost part of the earth. May 
your life be used to carry out His pur- 
pose, and then we can know with con- 
fidence that we are included in His 
wonderful promise, ‘All things work 
together for good to them that love God, 
to them who are the called according to 
his purpose.’” :

How the. Gospel is being given to the men at a large 
Army camp in New Jersey

(74 HERE’S the bar?” asked a 
' W boisterous soldier, as he flung 

open the door at the Morning 
Cheer Center. 

“What was that?” asked George Pal- 
mer, who stands near the door to wel- 
come the men. (He had heard the man 
the first time, but he wanted him to 
repeat his question.) 

“Where’s the bar?” asked the soldier 
a second time, thinking that he was in 
quite a different type of building. 

“We don’t have a bar,” replied Mr. 
Palmer, in his kindly, tactful way, “but 
we do serve the Water of Life, and one 
drink of that satisfies forever.” So the 
now somewhat abashed soldier was in- 
vited in, like all the others who come to 
that hospitable door, and he had coffee 
and cakes, and heard of that soul-satis- 
fying “well of water springing up into 
everlasting life.” 

Recently a post card from a soldier 
was received, addressed to, “The Wel- 
come House, Cookstown Road, Wrights- 
town, N. J.” He took the name from the 
large neon sign over the door reading 
“Welcome,” and the postmaster delivered 
it to the right address. 


How It All Began 

The Morning Cheer Center for Service 
Men, a fine, attractive, fireproof build- 
ing at Wrightstown, just outside the 
limits of Fort Dix, is a monument to 
God’s faithfulness and the earnest desire 
of: Christian people to give the Gospel 
to the thousands of men who pass 
through that great camp. Last summer 
the Philadelphia Fundamentalists took 
steps to establish such a work near Fort 
Dix, but the necessary funds were not 
forthcoming. They finally asked the Rev. 
George A. Palmer, one of their members, 
to undertake the work. He was formerly 
pastor of the Haddon Heights Baptist 
Church, and now gives his full time to 
the well-known Morning Cheer broad- 
cast which he has conducted for ten 
years from 7 to 8 a.-m. daily over WIP 
and over WIBG from 12.30 to 1 p. m., 
Monday through Friday; his popular 
Book Store and meeting hall at 1109 Wal- 
nut Street, and the editing of the Morn- 
ing Cheer Monthly. He told his large 
radio audience of the proposed Gospel 
work at Fort Dix, and the money began 
to come in. In one month $26,400 had 
been received. A Christian architect, 
Franklin Davis, drew the plans for the 
building, materials were secured, and 
in a remarkably short time it became a 
reality. The Center was formally opened 
on January 12. To date, $40,000 has been 


The correspondence received in the 
editorial offices of The Sunday 
School Times reveals a keen inter- 
est on the part of readers in any- 
thing that is being done to bring the 
Gospel to soldiers and sailors, and to 
strengthen the faith of Christian men 
in the service.

spent on the ground, the building, and 
the equipment, and all bills are paid. 
As a birthday gift for Pastor Palmer, 
$3,000 more has come in to enlarge the 
building by adding a sun porch on the 
side, an addition which is much needed 
to accommodate the crowds. 


The building is well planned. Upon 
entering one finds himself in a wide 
entrance hall, with rooms on either side, 
and a combination auditorium and gym- 
nasium at the far end of the hall. On 
the right is the Reception Room, with 
large, comfortable chairs and couches, 
and the growing library of perhaps 800 
books. At a desk in this: room sits Betty 
Richie, who is a daughter of William H. 
Richie, of the American Scripture Gift 
Mission, and one of the full-time work- 
ers at the Center. She gives out writ- 
ing paper and envelopes, free, to the sol- 
diers, and keeps records, especially of gifts 
of coffee, sugar, etc., which come in daily. 
There is a fireplace on the far side of the 
room, and over the mantelpiece the 
words, “Jesus Never Fails,” and Warner 
Sallman’s painting of the head of Christ. 
The atmosphere of the room is one of 
peace, cheerfulness, and home-like com- 
fort. Just beyond the Reception Room 
on the right is a Game Room, where the 
men sit at little tables playing checkers 
and other games and writing letters 
home. 


The Lounge, at the left of the entrance, 
is one of the most popular rooms. This 
is furnished with chairs and tables, and 





every table has on it a cookie jar which 
is kept filled. There are plates heaped 
high with homemade cake, frequently 
replenished, and tea and coffee are 
served almost continually to the soldiers, 
—all free of charge. 

Over the rooms at the front of the 
building are storerooms, crowded with 
such supplies as coffee, sugar, condensed 
milk, and other things; and comfortable 
sleeping quarters for those in charge. 
All of the cakes, cookies, and groceries 
are given freely by Christian people in 
response to Mr. Palmer’s radio appeals. 

At the back is the large auditorium 
and gymnasium, stretching up to the 
full height of the building. Here are 
ping-pong tables, and several regula- 
tion punching bags fastened to the wall. 
Here the Gospel meetings are held regu- 
larly on Wednesday and Sunday nights, 
though personal work is done continually 
among the soldiers whenever opportunity 
offers. When folding chairs are placed 
on the gymnasium floor, the hall can 
accommodate about 300 men. There is 
a plain board platform and pulpit, and 
at one side a grand piano, at which 
Horace Perkins presides with his usual 
skillfulness. His brilliant playing of 
Gospel hymns helps to attract the men 
into the hall. 


Who Carry On the Work 


Since the Center was opened, Harry 
Rimmer, the well-known preacher, sci- 
entist, Bible teacher, and writer, ‘has 
been living there, leading many of the 
services, and doing all kinds of odd jobs, 
from refereeing boxing matches to mop- 
ping the floor. Samuel Coleman, a for- 
mer sailor who was converted at the 
Brotherhood Mission in Philadelphia, 
and now a night student at the Phila- 
delphia School of the Bible, lives at-the 
Center, acts as a kind of building super- 
intendent, and does cheerfully anything 
and everything he is asked to do. Mr. 
Palmer is there frequently, personally 
greeting the men as they enter, min- 
gling with them, and talking to individ- 
ual soldiers, and conducting the services. 
Many different groups of Christian 
women have gladly given of their time 
to provide food for the soldiers, serve 
them at the tables, and wash the endless 
chain of dishes. Other groups arrive 
early in the morning to care for neces- 
sary housecleaning. 

It is interesting to glance at the variety 
of placards posted here and there. The 
numerous “No Smoking” signs are printed 
in red. Near the ample coat-rack in the 
hall one reads: “The Bible says: “Thou 
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shalt not steal.’ This includes caps, and 
overcoats, and hangers.” On a bulletin 
board is this: “On Wednesday three 
ladies will be here from 10 a. m. ‘to 
4 p. m. to sew on buttons, rating badges, 
etc. Bring in your repairs.” Over, the 
little window between the kitchen and 
the Lounge are these cards: “Free coffee 


and tea any hour of the day.” “Please 
notice— sugar is rationed! Stir hard: 
these spoons can take it!” Over the 


Reception Room door is a rustic sign 
quoting part of Romans 8:31: “If God 
be for us, who can be against us?” 

I have been to the Center several 
times, and it has been a joy to witness 
the warm-hearted welcome which. the 
men receive, and to see the eager faces 
as the men sit listening, quietly and re- 
spectfully, to the old, old Story. It was 
my privilege to be at Camp Dix for a 
short time during-a year of work with 
the Pocket Testament League in the last 
war, and it would have been a great 
help if there had been such a place as 
the Center at that time. 

I was particularly impressed by one of 
the services conducted by Dr. Rimmer, 
on Sunday night, February 15. There 
were about 250 men in the audience. A 
sextette of Christian soldiers went to 
the platform and in fine harmony sang, 
“Whosoever heareth, shout, shout the 
sound.” A show of hands at Dr. Rim- 
mer’s request told us that many were 
there for the first time. He gave a 
simple, straightforward Gospel message, 
with his usual touches of humor, on the 
subject of “No Trespassing,” taking as 
his text Ephesians 2:1. At the close of 
the service, 25 men came forward, 23 to 
signify their acceptance of Christ, and 
two to rededicate themselves. Eight 
others also came to Christ through per- 
sonal work that day, making a total of 


33 who took their stand for Him. As the , 


men stood in a group at the front, Dr. 
Rimmer asked them these questions: 


“1. Do you believe with all your heart 
that Jesus Christ is the Son of God? 


“2. Do: you believe that He died on the 
cross and rose from the dead to save 
sinners? 


“3. Do you confess that you are a sin- 
ner needing salvation? 

“4, Will you here and now accept the 
Lord Jesus as your personal Saviour, 
trusting Him alone for salvation?” 


The men answered “Yes” clearly and 
without hesitation. Then Dr. Rimmer 
led them in the following prayer, which 
they repeated after him: 

“God be merciful to me a sinner, and 
save me from all my sins for Jesus 
Christ’s sake. Father, I thank Thee, that 
Thou hast heard my prayer and I am 
now Thy child. Keep me in this salva- 
tion for Jesus Christ’s sake. Amen.” 


Nearly thirteen hundred men came 
into the Center on one weekday, and 
I believe it is, so far, one of the record 
days. By using a little counting machine 
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the ‘workers keep careful records every 
day. -Here are some statistics for Feb- 
ruary:

The ‘stock of Testaments was ex- 
hausted, but the Gideons have come to 
the rescue with a new grant. 

Also’in February the Center gave out 
50,000 cups of coffee, using 900 pounds 
of sugar, and 2,500 cans of milk; also 
about 800 pounds of candy. 

As far as figures are available, 1,124 
Testaments have been given out in 
March, .and.74 men have made decisions 
for Christ. 

Dr.:Rimmer has been conducting regu- 
lar Bible classes to instruct the new con- 
verts. Besides, the Center gives out 
freely books from the Bible Institute 
Colportage Association, among which 
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are helpful volumes by such well-known 
men as R. A. Torrey, W. Graham. Scrog- 
gie, Dr.. Walter Wilson, H. A. Ironside, 
James M.:-Gray, and Dr. Wil] Houghton. 
A booklet whieh is published by the 
Morning Cheer Book Store and which 
has proved very helpful is J. -T. 
Bougher’s “Plain Bible Studies,” includ- 
ing fifty outlines. 

Mr. Palmer, Dr. Rimmer, and Mr. Cole- 
man have received many letters from sol- 
diers and. their parents expressing their 
heartfelt appreciation for the Center. A 
captain, commanding a battery of' artil- 
lery, came to the service one Sunday 
night to express his thanks personally for 
all that has been done for his:men. He, 
a Christian, and a devout man, said he 
could see the difference in his*>boys since 
they started coming’ to the Center; and 
tears came to his eyes as hé: saw some 
of the men confess Christ. Here is a

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The Lancaster Missionary Conference 


Where tthe feventh ansual getherng. By William L: Pettingill, D.D.

VER a hundred missionaries from 

various world fields gathered at 
Lancaster, Pa., during the first week of 
March for the Seventh Annual Bible 
and Missionary Conference of Calvary 
Independent Church. Twenty-four mis- 
sionary organizations were represented, 
Among the missionary leaders present 
were Robert H. Glover of the China In- 
land Mission, A. J. Bowen of the South 
Africa General Mission, T. J. Bach of the 
Seandinavian Alliance Mission, Ralph 
T. Davis of the Africa Inland Mission, 
Leslie Whitaker of the Sudan Interior 
Mission, E. J. Pudney of the Unevangel- 
ized Fields Mission, and others. 

This Lancaster Conference is attract- 
ing widespread attention as a unique 
phenomenon in the modern missionary 
movement. This is how it began. 

For the past quarter-century Lancas- 
ter County has had monthly Bible con- 
ferences in various cities and towns, in- 
cluding Lancaster itself, Elizabethtown, 
Mount Joy, and others, and such Bible 
conferences. have been going on also in 
the neighboring counties. Opposition to 
these Bible conferences developed among 
the sects of the so-called “plain people.” 
This opposition became so strong a few 
years ago that some of these groups 
actually began to excommunicate mem- 
bers because they attended the Bible 
conferences. The Bible conferences 
taught certain doctrines which especially 
incensed their opponents, including the 
doctrine of the believer’s eternal secur- 
ity and the doctrine of our Lord’s pre- 
millennial return. The excommunicated 


members were told that they would be 
reinstated if they would promise to stop 
attending the Bible conferences. 

Among these excommunicated persons 
was Miss Alice Rohrer, whose home, was 
in Paradise township. She not only at- 
tended Bible conferences, but actually 
sponsored a monthly Bible conference in 
the village of Paradise. She and her.as- 
sociates provided a meeting place, and 
invited the teachers, and for this she was 
ousted from the church to which she 
had belonged from. childhood. 

In 1936 Miss Rohrer started what is 
now known as the Annual Bible and 
Missionary Conference. The first meet- 
ing was held in Paradise. In 1937 Cal- 
vary Independent. Church of Lancaster 
was organized, and Frank C. Torrey, an 
alumnus of the Philadelphia School of 
the Bible, who had previously had sev- 
eral successful pastorates, came from 
Calvary Baptist Church of Altoona, Pa., 
to become pastor of the new Lancaster 
church. Among the constituent members 
was Miss Rohrer, who now turned over 
the Annual Bible and Missionary Con- 
ference to the church, and its second 
meeting was held in the Young Men’s 
Christian Association auditorium, where 
the church held its meetings pending the 
erection of its building. By 1938 the 
new building was finished, and the third 
meeting was held therein. Since that 
time, of course, the annual conference 
has been a regular part of the church’s 
program. The church membership now 
comprises something like 300 persons. 
Fourteen of its members are already en- 
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gaged as full-time missionaries, and 
many others are in preparation for mis- 
sionary work. 

The church has no indebtedness. The 
new building was paid for on comple- 
tion. Its evangelistic activities are in 
keeping with its missionary enthusiasm, 
Each year it holds an evangelistic cam- 
paign for the winning of souls at home, 
and it is constantly looking upon the 
fidlds white to harvest, both at home 
and abroad. 

Before the beginning of this year’s 
conference the church raised a fund of 
over $600 to pay the expense of enter- 
taining the missionaries who should at- 
tend the meetings, and then during the 
eight days of the conference an addi- 
tional. $3,200 was collected as an offering 
to be divided among the missionaries. 

_ The missionaries and their leaders who 
were present adopted the following reso- 
lution: 

“WHEREAS, it is the unanimous con- 
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viction of this group of approximately 
one hundred missionaries; representing 
more than a score of societies working 
in. most of the world fields, having 
prayerfully discussed the missionary en- 
terprise in its relation to the present 
world crisis, that since the need of the 
world for the Gospel is as pressing as 
ever and the command of Christ to go 
into all the world is as binding upon His 
people as ever, be it 

“RESOLVED, that this is no time to 
retreat or to retrench, but rather, in 
humble dependence upon God, to go for- 
ward as He opens the way, sending out 
His witnesses to occupy the still unevan- 
gelized areas until He come.” 

Truly, it was good to be there. In 
this day of spiritual darkness, it is good 
to see such a lighthouse. In this day of 
dearth, it is good to find such an oasis 
in the desert.

Premillennialism and the Early Church 


A\n answer to some of the recent arguments

MILLENNIALISM is the plain and 
obvious teaching of the Scripture. It 
is strange to see how devout Christians 
can be so misguided as to deny the future 
millennial Kingdom of Christ, yet amil- 
lennialists, or antimillennialists, con- 
tinue in all sincerity to attack the pre- 
millennial position. 

Articles claiming that the early Church 
Fathers did not generally hold premil- 
lennial views have recently appeared. 
The general acceptance of the premil- 
lennial doctrine in the early church is 
so firmly established that so great a 
scholar as Dean Alford says, “Those who 
lived next to the apostles, and the whole 
church for three hundred years, under- 
stood ... [the words referring to the 
millennium in Revelation, Chapter 20] 
in the plain literal sense.” He calls 
the premillennial doctrine of the early 
church “the most cogent instance of con- 
sensus which primitive antiquity pre- 
sents.” (Commentary on Greek New 
Testament, volume four, p. 732.) It is 
surprising to find that this point of his- 
tory. is questioned by serious students 
today; but since it is questioned by some 
whose integrity must. be respected, it 
seems necessary to present at least a 
brief examination of the evidence alleged 
in support of the antimillennial position. 

In the first place, it must be remem- 
bered that those who cannot find the 
premillennial doctrine generally taught 
by the early Church Fathers, are stu- 
dents who cannot find the premillennial 
doctrine in the twentieth chapter of 
Revelation! John tells us that he saw 


souls who came to life. He tells us very 
simply, “This is the first resurrection” 
(Rev. 20:5). These, having come to life, 
reigned with Christ for a thousand years.’ 
Then John states that “the rest of the 
dead” did not come to life until the end 
of the thousand years. The verb used 
to predicate “coming to life” is exactly 
the same word in exactly the same form 
in the two instances. In spite of all this 
the antimillennial teachers deny that 
the twentieth chapter of Revelation 
teaches two resurrections separated by 
a period of a thousand years. It does 
not seem unfair to suggest that one who 
holds to the antimillennial interpreta- 
tion of the twentieth chapter of Reve- 
lation proves himself at the very start 
to be disqualified for the task of discov- 
ering premillennial doctrine anywhere, 
whether in the ancient church or in the 
writings of the Reformation period. It 
may be admitted that premillennialists 
have classed some writings as premil- 
lennial which do not actually mention 
the millennium. On the other hand the 
tendency of the antimillennial teachers 
is to overlook statements which clearly 
imply a millennium. 

It is not necessary for us to examine

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all the early Church Fathers whose pre- 
millennial doctrine is denied by recently 
published antimillennial articles; -A few 
samples will siffice. ; . 

“The Epistle of Barnabas” is, an inter- 
esting little Christian writing first cir- 
culated in the Church some time betweén 
the years 100 and 150. It is true that 
Barnabas (whose epistle is scarcely 
larger than a tract) does not mention all 
the details commonly believed by pre- 
millennialists. Barnabas does teach, 
however, that the history ci this world 
will be completed after six “days,” the 
days each being a thousand years long. 
Then Christ will return, will destroy 
iniquity, and will rest the seventh day, 
which is also held to be a thousand years 
in length. After that the eighth day is 
to be the beginning of another world, 
We grant that there is no Scriptural 
ground for the tradition that the history 
of the world is to be completed in six 
thousand years. However, we confess 
that we stand amazed at the printer’s 
ink which tells us that Barnabas was 
not a premillennialist.. If one who be- 
lieves that Christ will return to this 
earth to judge iniquity and rest for one 
thousand years, and will then begin an- 
other world, is not a premillennialist, 
then nothing means anything, and, as 
Dean Alford has well said, language has 
lost all meaning. 

After reading that Barnabas does not 
hold the premillennial view, one.. is 
shocked at nothing. It is not surprising 
that the same antimillennial writer also 
denies the premillennial position of Hip- 
polytus (early third century). Now Hip- 
polytus taught that the Sabbath men- 
tioned in the second chapter of Genesis 
is a type and symbol of the eternal King- 
dom of Christ. In his commentary on 
Daniel he teaches that Christ will come 
from Heaven to judge this world and to 
reign with His saints. 

Hippolytus says: “For the Sabbath is 
the type and emblem of the future king- 
dom of the saints, when they shall reign 
with Christ when he comes from Heaven, 
as John says in his Apocalypse .. .” 

And yet the antimillennialist en- 
deavors to claim Hippolytus for his own 
camp! 

Cyprian of Carthage also comes under 
attack and suffers from the attempt to 
tear him from the ranks of the premil- 
lennialists. Cyprian holds that the King- 
dom which Christ will establish at His 
second coming is to be an eternal King- 
dom. Surely no premillennialist would 
deny that! The antimillennialist, how- 
ever, insists on construing the final re- 
bellion of Gog and Magog, the transition 
to the new Heaven and the new earth, 
and Paul’s statement that in the end 
Christ will deliver “up the kingdom of 
God, even the Father” (1 Cor. 15:24), 
as contradicting those Scriptures which 
teach that “he shall reign over the house 
of Jacob for ever; and of his kingdom 
there shall be no end” (Luke 1:33). 
On the ground of this alleged contra- 
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diction, the amillennialist feels that he 
must do away with the transition at the 
end of the millennium. Then on the 
ground of this erroneous interpretation 
the amillennialist jubilantly claims for 
his own camp all ancient writers who 
assert that the Kingdom of Christ is to 
be an eternal Kingdom. By this means 
Cyprian is spirited away from his right- 
ful historical premillennial position. 

The so-called “Teaching of the Twelve 
Apostles,” commonly known as_ the 
“Didache,” does not indeed mention the 
thousand years, but this interesting his- 
torical document most clearly distin- 
guishes the resurrection of believers 
from the resurrection of the rest of the 
dead. Reference is made to “. . . the 
resurrection of the dead, yet not of all, 
but as it is said, ‘The Lord .. . shall 
come,’ and all his saints with him, then 
shall the world see the Lord coming 
upon the clouds of heaven” (Zech. 14:5). 

But the amillennialist writer will not 
admit that these simple words indicate 
two resurrections. 

A recent antimillennial publication 
tells the Christian public, “at the time 
of the Reformation, millennialism . 
was an item in the teaching of the hereti- 
cal sect, the Anabaptists. The last article 
of the Lutheran Augsburg Confession 
reflects the prevailing Protestant opin- 
ion and condemns Chiliasm [millennial- 
ism].” 

In the above quotation we have a per- 
fect nest of inaccuracies. In the first 
place, the. passage referred to in the 
Augsburg Confession does not occur in 
the last article, but is found in Article 
seventeen of Part one. The sentence re- 
ferring to the Anabaptists reads as fol- 
lows: “They condemn the Anabaptists 
who think that to condemned men and 
the devils shall be an end of torments.” 

It is evident that the Anabaptists’ po- 
sition condemned has nothing to do with 
the millennium, but seems to be a denial 
of eternal punishment. Immediately 
after the above quoted sentence we read 
as follows: “They condemn others also 
who now scatter Jewish opinions, that, 
before the resurrection of the dead the 
Godly shall occupy the Kingdom of the 
world, the wicked being everywhere 
suppressed, the saints alone, the pious, 
shall have a worldly kingdom and shall 
exterminate all the Godless.” 

This opinion of “others” (not neces- 
sarily Anabaptists) is most certainly a 
postmillennial position, and not in any 
sense a premillennial teaching. The con- 
text shows that the resurrection refer- 
red to is the resurrection of the righteous 
dead at the second coming of Christ. 
Who but the postmillennialists teach 
that the godly will occupy the kingdom 
of the world before the resurrection? 

In his “Varieta” of 1531, Part III, 1, 
Melancthon, who wrote the “Confession,” 
explains the seventeenth article in these 
words, “The church in this life is never 
to attain to a position of universal tri- 
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umph and prosperity, but is to remain 
depressed, and subject to afflictions and 
adversities, until the time of the resur- 
rection of the dead.” (Quoted by Jesse 
Forrest Silver in “The Lord’s Return,” 
page 130, with footnote reference as fol- 
lows, “Corpus Reformatorum XXVI, 
361.”) 

When one becomes blind to the doc- 
trine of the millennium in the Bible, he 
seems to fall into a peculiar kind of 
blindness in regard to even those sources 
with which he is most inclined to agree. 
A recent article against the premillen- 
nial view, written by a very earnest Cal- 
vinist, shows strange lack of attention 
to what Calvin actually said. Calvin’s 
wonderful chapter on the “Resurrection” 
(Institutes Book III, Chapter 25), is cited 
as evidence of Calvin’s antimillennial 
position. Now it is true that Calvin does 
condemn a certain type of millennialist, 
but a very peculiar type who denied 
the resurrection to immortality of those 
who believe in Christ. In paragraph five 
of the chapter above referred to Calvin 
says that not long after the time of Paul 
“arose the millenarians, who limited the 
reign of Christ ‘to a thousand years. Their 
fiction is too puerile to require or de- 
serve refutation. Nor does the Revela- 
tion chapter twenty which they quote 
in favor of their error afford them any 
support; for the term of a thousand years 
there mentioned refers not to the eternal 
blessedness of the church but to the vari- 
ous agitations which awaited the church 
in its militant state upon earth. But the 
whole Scripture proclaims that there will 
be no end of the happiness of the elect 
or punishment of the reprobate. . . .Those 
who assign the children of God a thou- 
sand years to enjoy the inheritance of 
a future life, little think what dishonor 
they cast on Christ and his kingdom. 
For if they are not invested with im- 
mortality, neither is Christ himself, into 
the likeness of whose glory they will be 
transformed, received up into immortal 
glory.” 


From the above quotation we cannot ~ 


positively exclude amillennialism, but 
most certainly premillennialism is not 
excluded. Calvin emphatically elimi- 
nates one variety of the amillennial 
theory, namely that the thousand years 
is the same as the eternal state of bless- 
edness. The thousand years has to do 
with the existence of the Church on 
earth! Calvin’s main point in this argu- 
ment is that the resurrection is a resur- 
rection to immortality and that Christ’s 
Kingdom shall have no end. To this 
every premillennialist must agree. Im- 
mortality and eternity in the Kingdom 
of Christ does not exclude the doctrine 
of a thousand years on this earth, fol- 
lowed by a transition. 

We admit that the above quotation 
from Calvin might leave room for the 
postmillennialist to argue that the mil- 
lennium precedes the resurrection. It 
is clear, however, that Calvin refers the 
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thousand years ‘of Revelation, chapter 
twenty, to-the experience of the Church 
on éarth. 

After the above quoted passage Calvin 
proceeds with most powerful arguments 
to defend the doctrine of the resurrec- 
tion of the body. In paragraph eleven 
he considers objections, one of which is 
the question, What benefit those who 
have been raised from the dead will de- 
rive from the restoration of the earth to 
a condition of blessedness. He says: 
“The next object of their inquiry is, 
What end will be answered by the-resto- 
ration of the world, since the children of 
God will want nothing of all its vast 
and incomparable abundance, but will 
be like the angels of God, whose freedom 
from all animal necessities is a symbol 
of eternal blessedness. I reply, there will 
be such great pleasantness in the very 
prospect, and such exquisite sweetness in 
the mere knowledge, without any use of 
it, that this felicity will far exceed all 
the accommodations afforded us in the 
present state... . I expect, with Paul, a 
reparation of all the evils caused by sin, 
for which he represents the creatures 
as groaning and travailing.” This last 
passage makes it crystal clear that Calvin 
believed in a restoration of this earth to 
a state of blessedness after the resurrec- 
tion of the saints. Calvin evidently be- 
lieved in all genuineness and simplicity 
precisely what Paul teaches in the eighth 
chapter of the Epistle to the Romans, 
namely, that after the resurrection, “the 
manifestation [Apocalypse]. of the sons 
of God,” the created world itself “shall 
be delivered from the bondage of corrup- 
tion into the glorious liberty of the chil- 
dren of God.” 

\More might well be said, but the ex- 
amples given are sufficient to indicate 
that our present-day antimillennialist 
brethren are extremely inaccurate in 
their attack upon the historical standing 
of the premillennial interpretation of the 
Scriptures.

Teaching by Objects

XVI. Christian Witness 


Object: A number of miscellaneous 
objects. 


Theme: Every Christian is called to 
be a witness for Christ. 


EGIN this object lesson with about 

fifteen miscellaneous articles on a 
table in front of your class. Allow the 
children to look at the articles for two 
minutes, and then cover the articles. 
Give each child a piece of paper and a 
pencil, and ask them to list all the arti- 
cles that are on the table. Do not allow 
more than five minutes for this writing. 
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Lesson for May 10 


So far this object lesson is similar to a 


party game that most people have no ° 


doubt played at one time or other. 

However, right here the game be- 
comes serious business. After the chil- 
dren have finished listing the articles, 
there is an opportunity to teach a won- 
derful lesson about Christian witnessing. 
With the articles still covered, ask each 
child to read aloud the list that he wrote. 
Then without stopping to check the lists 
against the articles, turn to the Scrip- 
ture. Tell your class that each one of 
them has been a witness of what they 
saw on the table. Now you want them 
to learn from the Bible how they can 
be witnesses for Christ. Explain that a 
witness is one who has seen or knows 
something, and is therefore able to tell 
about it. The lesson is to show how the 
Christian can be a good witness for 
Christ. 

Suggested Scripture passages for the 
lesson are divided inte three progressive 
headings. The first of these groups is 
under Christ’s Commands. They are as 
follows: Acts 1:8; Matthew 28: 18-20; 
Mark 16:15; Luke 24:47, 48; John 20:21. 

The second group is selected to show 
how the apostles and early Christians 
obeyed Christ’s commands, and what 
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they based their witnessing on: Acts 2: 
32; 3:15; 5:32; 10:39-41; 13:31. 

Notice how the apostles had known 
Christ while He was on earth, and be- 
fore He was crucified and rose from the 
dead. Group three is short but impor- 
tant. In Philippians 3:7-10, Paul tells 
how we may know Christ so that our 
witness can be true. In 1 John 1:1-4, 
we have an even clearer explanation of 
how we can know Christ by reading 
what has been written about him in the 
Bible. There is no other way. 

The conclusion, therefore, from this 
lesson and from the Scriptures given, is 
that in order to obey our Saviour’s will 
we must read our Bibles. The teacher 
who succeeds in getting his pupils to 
read their Bibles has accomplished much. 
A regular habit, acquired in childhood, 
of reading God’s Word will make useful 
Christian witnesses. Tell the children 
this. Tell them that it is easier for them 
to acquire the Bible reading habit while 
they are boys and girls than at any 
other time of life. Tell them also that 
if they want to be good witnesses for 
Christ they must come to know Him 
through the pages of their Bible, which 
is God speaking to them.

HE World’s Christian Fundamentals 

Association came into existence in 
Philadelphia during the last week of 
May, 1919. Six thousand persons, rep- 
resenting forty-two of the forty-eight 
states of the Union and many foreign 
countries, were in attendance. The out- 
standing evangelical leaders of that day 
were at the Convention. Many of them, 
such as R. A. Torrey, James M. Gray, 
C. I. Scofield, W. H. Griffith Thomas, 
L. W. Munhall, Charles G. Trumbull, 
I. M. Haldeman have gone on to Heaven, 
but some of these stalwarts of faith, 
such as W. B. Riley, Wm. L. Pettingill 
and P. W, Philpot are (thank God) still 
with us. The Resolutions Committee, 
which was composed of such men as 
W. H. Griffith Thomas, W. B. Riley, 
Charles A. Blanchard, J. R. Schaffer, 
Orson R. Palmer, and J. Davis Adams, 


‘brought in a Doctrinal Statement that 
‘ was adopted by the Convention and has 


been adopted by many institutions and 
organizations and has been generally 
accepted as a statement of the position 
held by Fundamentalists. It would be 
impossible to find a group who would 
excel these men in their understanding 
of the Scriptures and grasp of the eter- 
nal verities. 


These men who were the acknowl- 


edged Christian leaders of their day 
were not ashamed of the term “Funda- 
mental” or “Fundamentalist.” It is evi- 
dent that they understood the meaning 
of the word (fundamental — pertaining 
to-foundation) and were glad to be clas- 
sified as Fundamentalists or Foundation- 
alists and to make known their uncom- 
promising allegiance to the great foun- 
dational doctrines of Christianity. 

Since that time it has been clearly 
understood that there are two classes of 
people in the professing church, namely, 
Fundamentalists, who accept the infal- 
lible, inerrant Word of God as their final 
authority, and Modernists, who reject 
the Bible as the authoritative revela- 
tion of God and allow human reason to 
supersede the Word of God. Once in a

May 10 to 17. 
This promises to be one of the 
greatest Conventions in the history 
of the Association. 
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while someone has said: “I am neither 
a Fundamentalist nor a Modernist” but 
it has invariably been revealed that such 
a person either was a disguised Mod- 
ernist or else one who for policy’s sake 
did not want to declare himself. 

Certainly this is no time to compro- 
mise, but rather, with conviction and 
courage, to obey the injunction of Jude 
3: “Earnestly contend for the faith 
which was once for all delivered unto 
the saints.” 

The World’s Christian Fundamentals 
Association is functioning through an 
Annual Convention and through subsid- 
iary organizations in many states and 
communities throughout the land. 

During the last two years several new 
branches have been formed, and cam- 
paigns, conferences, and rallies have 
been held in practically every section of 
the nation, and through these services 
and the radio every state has heard the 
challenge and the message of Funda- 
mentalism. We believe that half a mil- 
lion people have been led to pray regu- 
larly for a nation-wide revival through 
the instrumentality of this movement. 

For almost a year the Association has 
been negotiating with the two great 
broadcasting systems of our nation and 
has secured not only the promise of a 
national broadcast over these two sys- 
tems from our Annual Convention in 
Boston, but also consideration for our 
plea to give Fundamentalists an oppor- 
tunity to preach the Gospel over a 
national hookup.

The World’s Christian Fundamentals 
Association realizes its tremendous re- 
sponsibility in the present crises and 
after much thought and prayer is 
launching a movement to establish ten 
thousand Victory Prayer Meetings. The 
plan is to have one or more groups in 
every community meet at least once a 
week to pray for three things, mainly: 


1. The salvation of the men in service 
represented by group. 


2. The preservation of each man rep- 
resented. 


3. For a nation-wide revival on the 
basis that our only hope as a nation is 
a spiritual awakening and a return to 
God. 

This movement is catching fire and 
promises to sweep the country. The 
meeting can be held in a church, or a 
home, and the group can be large or

18:19, and pray on the basis of that 
promise.

. The Lesson as a Whole

Approach -to the Lesson 


T IS in*the Gospel of Mark that. we 
I learn that the cleansing of the Tem- 

ple took place on the day following 
the triumphal entry. (Mark 11:15-18). 
In both Matthew and Luke the account 
of this event is linked so intimately with 
our Lord’s visit to the Temple immedi- 
ately following His entrance into the 
city, on what we today call.“Palm Sun- 
day,” that: it is difficult to see it did not 
actually ‘take place: at that time. Then 
He entered the Temple courts, surveyed 
the scene, left the city, and returned on 
the next day to purge that Temple of 
those who were commercializing what 
had been appointed as a house of prayer. 
It is not that the Gospe] narratives are 
contradictory, but in Matthew and Luke 
we have the moral order of the events, 
while in Mark they are presented chron- 
ologically. 

There were two outstanding incidents 
which took place on this second day: the 
cleansing of the Temple and the cursing 
of the fig tree. The latter has a dispen- 


sational significance of great importance.

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The fig tree, like the vine, was God’s 
picture of Israel nationally. See Mat- 
thew 24:32 and Luke 13:6; also, in the 
Old Testament, see Joel 1:7. There Je- 
hovah calls Israel, “My fig tree.” When 
the Lord Jesus came, there was no rec- 
ognition, nationally, of His claims or of 
their responsibility to Him. Outwardly 
fair and glorying in their religion, there 
was “nothing but leaves” (Mark 11:13) 
—the leaves of  self-righteousness — 
there was no fruit for God. So Jesus 
solemnly cursed the barren tree and it 
dried up from the roots. This is a pic- 
ture of what has happened to Israel. 
Nationally, there is no fruit, and as a 
national testimony for God they have 
withered away. But soon Israel shall 
blossom and bud and fill the face of the 
world with fruit (Isa. 27:6). That will 
be when there will be on their part a 
national turning to the Lord, in view of 
His second coming. 


The Historical Setting 

On the second day of Passion Week, 
Jesus entered the city of Jerusalem 
again, and on His way saw the leaf- 
covered but barren fig tree, which He 
cursed. He went once more to the Tem- 
ple and indignantly drove out the 
money-changers and those who sold 


doves and beasts for sacrifice. At night, 
on the return trip to Bethany, the fig 
tree was seen dried up from the roots. 


Verse by Verse 


Matt. 21:12.—“Jesus went into the tem- 
ple of God.” Notice that this building 
was recognized still as God’s sanctuary; 
therefore the Jews were responsible to 
Him for their behavior in it. Jesus cast 
out “the moneychangers,” overthrowing 
their tables. These men were enriching 
themselves by changing the money that 
travelers brought from distant lands, into 
the Temple currency, and making a high 
commission on each transaction. Those 
who sold doves and lambs were there 
presumably to accommodate visitors who 
desired to offer sacrifice, but their real 
purpose was to amass wealth. Thus they 
had made God’s house a commercial 
center for their own advantage. 


Verse 13—“My house shall be called 
the house of prayer.” This is a quota- 
tion from Isaiah 56:7. It was according 
to the mind of God that His Temple 
should be a rendezvous for men of all 
nations, where they might come to seek 
His face, but these false religionists had 
turned what should have been a holy 
gathering-center into “a den of thieves,” 
a place where upscrupulous men were 
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intent upon profiteering at the expense 
of those who came to worship God. 

Verse 14—“‘He healed them.” When it 
was rumored throughout the city that 
Jesus had come again to the courts of 
the Temple, a number of lame and blind 
people came or were brought to Him 
that they might be delivered from their 
infirmities. In His grace He healed them 
all. ‘ 

Verse 15.—“When the chief priests... 
saw the wonderful things that he did” 
they began immediately to object instead 
of bowing in homage at His feet. The 
song of the children, as they welcomed 
Him as the Son of David, angered them. 
They were out of harmony with God, 
and hence were distressed instead of 
being blessed by what they saw and 
heard. 


Verse 16.—‘Have ye never read .. .?” 
They knew their Bibles. They professed 
to honor the Scriptures. He reminded 
them of what is written in Psalm 8:2. 
But his words fell on deaf ears. 


Verses 17 and 18.—“He left them, and 
went out of the city.” The events of the 
two days, Sunday and Monday, are, as 
noted above, related morally here. In 
Mark 11:12 we learn that the return to 
Bethany preceded the cleansing of the 
Temple, which took place after “he re- 
turned into the city” on the morning 
of the next day. 


Verse 19.—“‘He saw a fig tree... and 
found nothing thereon, but leaves,only.” 
Figs begin to form on the Palestinian 
wild fig, as on some other varieties, be- 
fore the leaves appear; so from its out- 
ward appearance this tree should have 
been in fruit. But it was like men who 
make a fair profession of piety, but in 
whose lives there are none of its fruits 
to be found. Such was the nation of 
Israel at this time. They prided them- 
selves on being the chosen people of 
the Lord and were very punctilious 
about religious rites and ceremonies, but 
their hearts were far from God, and 
the fruits of a living faith were lacking. 
Jesus said to the barren fig tree, “Let 
no fruit grow on thee henceforward for 
ever.” This was the “curse” He pro- 
nounced against it. And before the day 
had gone, the “fig tree withered away.” 
In this it became a symbol of what Israel 
was to become because they knew not 
the time of their visitation. From the 
Jewish nation after the flesh God will 
never look for fruit again. When they 
turn to Him they will become a regen- 
erated people, and in that day will bear 
fruit to His glory. 

Verse 20.—‘They marvelled.” Though 
they had been so long with Jesus and 
seen so many of His wonderful works, 
demonstrating His authority over all 
nature, yet each new evidence of His 
power filled them with amazement. 

Verse 21.—“If ye have faith, ... ye 
shall say unto this mountain, Be thou 
removed, and ...it shall be done.” Faith

is not to be confounded either with 
credulity or presumption. “Faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by the word of 
God” (Rom. 10:17). It was such a word 
that came to Zerubbabel of old (Zech. 
4:6, 7), and, acting upon it, the “great 
mountain” of difficulty that seemed im- 
possible either to surmount or to en- 
compass was removed, and the work of 
the Lord went on as He directed. 


Verse 22.—“Whatsoever ye shall ask in 
prayer, believing, ye shall receive.” This 
is a promise that each real child of God 
is entitled to act upon. We may bring 
our requests to the Lord in faith if they 
are in accordance with His will as re- 
vealed in His Word (1 John 5:14, 15), 
and we will receive from Him what our 
hearts desire. This is not fleshly pre- 
sumption, asking selfishly in order to 
gratify our own carnal desires, but it 
is the prayer of a subject heart, seeking 
to learn the mind of God and asking for 
His glory. We can only pray in this 
way as we are living in fellowship with 
Him. Then our desires will be His de- 
sires for us. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


A defiled Temple and a fruitless life 
always go together. Today God dwells 
not in temples made with hands. Each 
believer's body is a temple of the Holy 
Spirit (1 Cor. 6:19, 20). The Church 
collectively is also the temple of God 
in which He. delights to manifest His 
presence (1 Cor. 3:16). To trifle with 
worldly practices and to condone carnal- 
ity and selfishness is to pollute what 
should be a holy temple unto the Lord 
(Eph. 2:20-22). With this always goes 
a fruitless life. There may be a fair out- 
ward show, which thoughtless observers 
will mistake for true godliness, but when 
the leaves of profession are parted, no 
fruit for God will be found. Cleansing 
and fruit-bearing go together, as indi- 
cated in 2 Corinthians 7:1 and in John 
15:2.

My House. Though there were three 
different Temples, besides the original 
sanctuary, the Tabernacle of the wilder- 
ness, God saw only one house, for each 
of these was dedicated to Him that He 
might dwell among His people. Now He 
dwells in a temple made of living stones, 
that is, composed of all the redeemed. 
It is our responsibility as Christians to 
see that this temple is not dishonored by 
anything that would grieve the Holy 
Spirit of God. 

Faith’s Foundation. The faith that re- 
moves mountains is that absolute confi- 
dence in God and His Word that en- 
ables one to count on Him to do as 
He has promised. Mere fleshly credu- 
lity would presume to attempt what He 
has never authorized. Perhaps the 
explanation as to why many of our 
prayers do not seem to be answered lies 
right here: we do not consult His Word 
before making our petitions, and there- 
fore we ask amiss. 


Applications and Summaries 


When we find statements in the Gos- 
pels that seem, at first sight, to be con- 
flicting, we need to remember that it has 
not pleased God to give us all the facts. 
Further light, we may be sure, would 
make all clear. 


The whip of small cords was not used 
to beat erring and foolish men, but it 
was used to drive the beasts from the 
Temple precincts. 

The indignation of Jesus when He saw 
His Father’s house being secularized and 
dishonored by covetous schemers- was 
the indignation of God Himself, for “God 
was in Christ” (2 Cor. 5:19). 


The commercialization of divine things 
is always a snare and a danger. We need 
to remember the sacred character of the 
house of God and so act in accordance 
with it. 

Of how many who profess the name 
of Christ could it be said that there is 
no fruit, nothing but leaves. Let us 
search and try our ways and see if God 
is being glorified in our lives. 

The Jewish leaders could not com- 
prehend the Lord Jesus because they 
were but natural men who looked at 
things in a natural way. To such, spir- 
itual things are ever strange, for they 
are spiritually discerned.

The Busy Men's Corner 
By William H. Ridgway 


The Strong Arm.—And Jesus went 
into the temple of God, and cast out all 
them that sold and bought (Matt. 21:12). 
The account of this stirring incident in 
our Lord’s life does not read exactly 
like the Sermon on the Mount. It pre- 
sents a different side of His ministry 
from the following paragraph, when the 
same hand that wielded the whip healed 
the blind and crippled. 

Because you happen to be one of the 
Christians who sing, “Christ liveth in 
me,” does not mean that you are not to 
be vigorous in combating evil. 

Do you remember that young Amish 
farmer at the Hershey sit-down strike? 
Like Bob Feller, the Ohio farm boy with 
the. baseball, this young Amish farmer 
had perfected himself with the bull 
whip. He could pick a butterfly off a 
clover bloom at eight or ten yards. He 
could. flick the ash from a cigar in the 
mouth of a man, or cut in two a piece of 
paper held in the hand. When he ar- 
rived at the sit-down strike the Harris- 
burg plug-ugly, after one clip, ran away. 

Lots of “dead beats” get the idea that 
Christians are “soft puddin’,” and are 
much surprised that the Sermon on the 
Mount is not worked at the time of their 
“touch.” 

“Wise as serpents, and harmless as 
doves,” is one way the Scripture puts it. 
Yet the dove sellers who might have 
been in the Temple that day would 
hardly have thought that the Lord Jesus 
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was as “harmless” as their wares. 

Shakespeare says, “Thrice armed is he 
who hath his quarrel just.” 

So the dens of “thieves” were closed 
up in the Temple by the strong arm of 
the Countryman from up the Galilee 
way. 


“Where Were They?”—And the blind 
and the lame came to him in the temple; 
and he healed them (v. 14). After the 
“den of thieves” filled the Lord with 
vigorous indignation the contemplation 
of suffering and human need filled Him 
with gentle compassion. In other words, 
He was an enemy of disease as well as 
an enemy of deviltry. 

Christ must have cured multitudes be- 
sides the particular cases Which are men- 
tioned in Holy Writ. One often won- 
ders what became of the restored ones. 
At the moment I cannot think of any 
of those mentioned as the Lord’s fol- 
lowers being those who had been cured 
of blindness or lameness. 

I can understand how they could have 
been some of the “Hosanna” shouters, 
but where were they when the priests 
and Pharisees were instigating the popu- 
lace to ery “Crucify”? 

People who get great benefits are often 
just as great for forgetting them. There 
were ten lepers healed. When the one 
came back the Lord wanted to know 
where the other nine were. I want to 
know where were the blind and all the 
others, which must have been an enor- 
mous number. 

It is true enough to be an axiom that 
the one for whom you have done the 
biggest thing is likely to be the most 
forgetful of you. 

As I write, a famous American, who 
did much to send another to the high 
place, has been overthrown by one he 
has helped. This, however, is a continual 
performance, both in this country and 
across the sea. 

One of the most striking cases in the 
public print is that of the great German 
ironmaster, who did much to help Hitler 
to the high place he occupies in Ger- 
many. As I write he is a prisoner in a 
concentration camp, and just a while be- 
fore ‘some of the men who helped raise 
him went down under the firing squad. 

This is a favorite process of our ad- 
versary the Devil. 


Cheerful Christian Cripples. — All 
things, whatsoever ye shall ask in prayer, 
believing, ye shall receive (v. 22). Here 
is a promise that has given many people 
lots of trouble. Awhile ago this Corner 
quoted “Unanswered Prayers” from an 
ancient document. One of these was, 
“He asked for health that he might 
do greater things; he was given infirm- 
ity that he- might do better things.” 
There are five more such petitions, you 
may remember, This one I have quoted 
seems to fit in with the present lesson. 

I want to ask my readers a question. 
Did you ever know a Christian cripple 
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who was anything but cheery and hope- 
ful? 

There used to come to Coatesville a 
peddler who was so bent that his head, 
when he walked along the street, was 
only a foot or two from the pavement. 
He carried a pair of crutches and put 
his arms through the lower bar of each 
crutch. He carried a good sized bag, 
with a strap over his shoulder. His 
name was Jimmie Brown. He kept a 
little shop at Newark, Delaware, where 
he sold pencils, and other small articles.+ 
At stated intervals he would take his 
crutches and bag and visit what he called 
his “trade.” Woe betide anyone who 
offered charity. He was a fine Christian 
tellow, happy and cheerful, and when he 
was in town over Sunday he would come 
to the Iron Rose Bible Class. 

When you hear the voice of President 
Roosevelt you do not think of his lame- 
ness. And how about Helen Keller— 
deaf and blind. No one has read a eom- 
plaint from her. 

Then there is Alexander Templeton, 
the bright piano composer, with the 
jolliest and happiest voice on the air. 

It is a long call from the President 
of the United States to the little shop- 
keeper and peddler of Newark, Dela- 
ware, both sorely afflicted, but in that 
call there are thousands and tens of 
thousands of those to whom could be 
applied what “The Fool” said to the little 
crippled girl, who wanted to know if 
the Lord Jesus would cure her if she 
had enough faith. “The Fool” said, 
“I don’t know whether He would cure 
you or not, but if He did not answer 
your prayer by curing you He would 
give you the grace to carry your infirm- 
ity and make you one of the happiest 
little girls in all the world.”

AVE prepared on the blackboard or 

on a long strip of paper attached to 
the wall eight large squares, seven 
drawn to represent a calendar week 
with the abbreviations for the day above 
each, and the eighth, below the first, to 
represent a second Sunday. 

You know, some weeks have so many 
things happen, like the last week of 
school or Christmas week. The last 
week that the Lord Jesus spent on earth 
was so filled with happenings and things 
that He wanted to tell His disciples and 
those who would not believe Him, that 
Matthew used eight of twenty-eight 
chapters to tell about it. The story we 
read a week ago took place on Sunday, 
just one week before the resurrection. 
Here are eight large squares to repre- 
sent that week. Who can mention some 
of the happenings of the first Sunday, 
which we call Palm Sunday? Allow 
different children who mention them to 
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write them in the proper square, observ-. 


ing the correct sequence of events. A 
small picture may be attached to the 
class map near Jerusalem to localize the 
event. 

Would you like to tell of ways in 
which you have praised or honored the 
Lord Jesus by voice, hands, or feet, 
during the week? 

In the Temple, services of worship 
were held every day; consequently, we 
find the Lord Jesus going to church on 
Monday. Many other people were there, 
too; for it was the Passover season, when 
folks came from all over the country to 
worship at Jerusalem. We can find from 
our Bible story in Matthew 21:12-17 
what the Lord thought a church shculd 
be used for. First, what did He think 
it should not be used for? . (Explain, if 
necessary, why animals and money 
traders were in the Temple.) The 
church should not be used for business 
or money-making. Some years ago, to 
make money for our church, we young 
people in the community put on several 
plays in the church auditorium, because 
there was no other convenient building. 
Although there was no interference with 
any worship service, I wonder what 
action the Lord would have taken, had 
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He. stepped in at one of the perform- 
ances, as into the Temple that day. 

What should the church be used for? 
Verse 13 gives one answer. Yes, prayer. 
Have you ever prayed in church? in 
your heart, while the minister was lead- 
ing in prayer, or your own prayer? 
“The Lord is in his holy temple: let all 
the earth keep silence before him” 
(Hab, 2:20; Memory Verse). 

Verse 14 gives another use to which 
the Temple was put. The Lord Himself 
helped people by healing them there. 
Many people even now gain help and 
strength from the church service. 

Verse 15 tells still another thing that 
the Lord allowed in the church, the 
praises of children. When the priests, 
angry because of the interference with 
their “business,” complained about the 
“racket” of the children in the Temple, 
the Lord spoke for the children, quoting 
a verse from a Psalm to the effect that 
the praise of young children and babies 
was perfect praise. Would you like to 
find that verse in Psalm 8:2? 

Luke tells us in connection with driv- 
ing the traders out of the Temple, that 
“he taught daily in the temple” (19:47). 
How can the Lord teach you today in 
our church? Through His Word, the 
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Bible, which we study here in Sunday 
school; through the Scripture read in 
church; and by His Spirit in.our héarts 
as we think about His Word and listen 
to the words of the minister. 
Some go to church to take a walk; 
Some go there to laugh and talk; 
Some go there to meet a friend; 
Some go there time to spend; 
Some go there to meet each other; 
Some go there a fault to cover; 


Some go there to doze and nod; 
The wise go there to worship God. 

Why do you go there? - 

In church try to realize the Lord’s 
presence. Next Sunday be ready to 
tell us in class what parts of the service 
seemed to make Him most real to you.

HIS lesson is interwoven with last 

week’s story. While the crowd that 
had followed Christ on His triumphal 
journey into Jerusalem poured into the 
Temple, Christ was cleansing the Tem- 
ple. The money-changers and the men 
who sold doves for sacrifices had made 
the courts of the Temple a regular 
money-making bazaar. Christ said they 
had made it a den of thieves, telling us 
their business was not even honest. 
Christ drove them out, cast them out. 

John tells us of an earlier cleansing of 
the Temple when Jesus made a scourge 
of small cords and drove out those who 
sold oxen and sheep and doves, with 
their animals, and poured out the money- 
changers’ money, and overthrew their 
tables. 

This second time we are not told how 
the merchants were driven out, but ap- 
parently there was no question of 
Christ’s authority. They were cast out. 

Would to God that could happen in 
some of God’s houses today! They were 
dedicated to the worship of. God, houses 
of praise and prayer, but like the Tem- 
ple, they hdve become houses of mer- 
chandise and in some cases, dens of 
thieves. Everything goes on in such 
churches except praise and prayer and 
the preaching of the Gospel of grace 
through Jesus Christ. 

Our Memory Verse, “The Lord is in 
his holy temple: let all the earth keep 
silence before him” (Hab. 2:20), is one 
of my early childhood memories. A 
card with this verse hung in the vesti- 
bule of the church, and every Sunday I 
read that verse, and an awe and rever- 
ence came into my child heart which 
to this day has never left. When I enter 
the church, I have a sense of going into 
God’s house, but alas, I seldom find very 
many others with the same feeling. All 
are talking and whispering, running 
here and there. Of course, I realize that 
we are continuously in God’s presence, 
and that we can have fellowship and 
communion with Him in any place, but 
yet I contend that God’s house should 
be a place of reverence, worship, and 
prayer. 
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I wonder if this isn’t a good time to 
try to impress this on the children. In 


so many Sunday schools there is no 
thought of worship or reverence. We 
have so many “jazzy” schools. Far be 
it from me to advise a slow and dull 
Sunday school. But “life” does not 
imply much noise and rush. 


Have a worship program. Children 
love it. 


I know a Primary Department where 
they recite this Memory Verse and then 
sing a verse of “Holy, Holy, Holy.” But 
you say, “The little children cannot 
understand it.” True. Can you? If there 
is any one of you who can compre- 
hend God’s holiness, let me know. Of 
course you cannot. Neither can I. Yet 
we believe in His holiness, and we sing 
about it; so teach your children the 
hymn. 

To illustrate this to the children, you 
might use a picture of the Temple, tell- 
ing how Jesus drove out those who were 
profaning God's house, and then use a 
picture of a church of today, emphasiz- 
ing the fact that it should also be a house 
of prayer and praise. If you have never 
really tried to have an atmosphere of 
worship in your class or department, be- 
gin today. It will help solve all your 
problems of attention and discipline. 
When God is worshiped, the Holy Spirit 
has opportunity to work on the hearts 
and minds of the children, and the result 
is infinitely greater than the mere psy- 
chological result of quietness and rev- 
erence. Try it.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

Beginning: Authority. 

Discussion: What do you know about 
the Lord Jesus which showed His un- 
questionable authority? 


Objective: “‘That in all things he might 
have the preeminence” (Col. 1:18). 











AY, fellows, the dictionary definition 

of the word “authority” is: “The 
right to command and enforce obedi- 
ence.” Amazement and consternation 
must have filled the Temple when the 
Lord Jesus Christ walked through it 
overturning tables, upsetting improvised 
stands, benches, and dove cages, driv- 
ing out the tradesmen along with their 
sheep and oxen, scattering their money 
upon the floor. “This is my Father’s 
house,” He said, “but ye have made it 
a den of thieves!” Under the pretext of 
contributing to the Temple worship 
these traders had brought doves and 
sheep and oxen to sell to the worshipers 
for their sacrifices. Perhaps at first 
they had set up their stands and stalls 
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just outside the Temple, but in their 
zeal for business they had moved right 
into the Temple, where they were plying 
their trade, doubtless with all the noise 
and bustle of the city market. 


I sometimes wonder what would hap- 
pen if Jesus Christ should suddenly ap- 
pear at a church “bazaar.” Surely He 
never intended that merchandising 
should form any part of the program 
in a church. 


With startling directness and sunlight 
clearness He showed the purpose of 
God’s house. “It is written,” He said, 
“my house shall be called the house of 
prayer.” (See Isa. 56:7, for He was quot- 
ting that passage.) 


You fellows will probably never be 
tempted to sell a dove or a sheep in a 
church, for sacrifices of such are not 
made in the new order of worship; but 
you may be tempted to do something 
just as wrong. Do you ever take a back 
seat in church so that you may carry 
on a whispering conversation during the 
service? What do you think of that 
sort of behavior? Well, to begin with, 
it is just plain bad manners. Not only 
in a church service, but in any meeting 
where quiet is necessary in order that 
all may hear the speaker, it shows bad 
breeding for a fellow to carry on a whis- 
pering conversation. He may not real- 
ize it, but he is reflecting upon the de- 
cency of his parents when he does it. 
I should think that thought alone would 
give a fellow pause when he is tempted 
to amuse himself by a discourtesy to 
the speaker and the discomfort of others 
seated near by who have come to listen. 
But in a church service such behavior 
is far worse, because it is irreverence 
to God, whose house is a house of prayer. 


There is one thing in this lesson text 
that should be gratifying and inspiring 
to every young person, and that is the 
emphasis which the Lord Jesus put upon 
the capacity for youth to reteive the true 
wisdom and exercise it. There were 
children in the Temple that day, and 
when they saw Jesus they began to cry 
out, “Hosanna to the Son of David”! 
and to praise Him. This displeased the 
chief priests and scribes, for they were 
very bitter toward Jesus, and they chal- 
lenged Him to rebuke the children. But 
Jesus answered them with a quotation 
from the Eighth Psalm, “Have ye never 
read, Out of the mouth of babes and 
sucklings thou hast perfected praise?” 
On another occasion He had said, “I 
thank thee, O Father, . . . because thou 
hast hid these things from the wise and 
prudent, and hast revealed them unto 
babes. Even so, Father: for so it seemed 
good in thy sight” (Matt. 11:25, 26). Men 
may grow very learned, but to receive 
the eternal truth one must seek it with 
the simplicity and the trustfulness of 
a little child. Smart men approach God 
as thinkers, when they should be com- 
ing as sinners. If you love Him and 
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trust Him, the Holy Spirit will show you 
marvelous things in His Word. 


A little boy in school was required 
to write his answers on an examination 
paper before he could go home. The 
questions were too hard for him, so he 
wrote a sentence on the bottom of the 
paper, folded it, and laid it on the 
teacher’s desk. When she opened the 
paper this is what she saw: ‘ “I just 
can’t answer any of these questions, but 
I love my teacher.” I am sure that boy 
did not fail to get all the help the teacher 
could give him.

Teacher’s Counselor.—Do your young 
folks come to you with an ever-increas- 
ing sum of problems? We meet puzzled 
people everywhere we turn, and if we 
would help them to find their help in God, 
we, too, must live very close to Him. 
Our hearts must understand; our counsel 
to these friends must be issued to us 
by our “Counselor” Christ; our services 
for them must be prompted by the wis- 
dom and love of our Lord (John 15:12, 
13; Gal. 6:2; Jas. 1:5). 











Face Gop 

ERSONAL present-day conditions are 

largely out of our control. We can- 
not possibly live to please self alone, for 
we are being knit together into the 
fabric of this troubled world, and must 
conform to changing situations. Per- 
haps in your town you have felt but 
slightly the effects of the conflict, but 
wherever you are, breaks are coming 
into the lives of yourself or your neigh- 
bors, breaks that are very hard to bear. 
What can we do? Face God. He under- 
stands. 

Just the other day a young neighbor 
couple lost their little Jackie Allen, and 
now their home seems lonely and sad. 
Yet through their tears this mother and 
father are seeing God, and they know 
that in His wisdom He took their baby 
son away from a sin-filled world into a 
Home where he will be happy and safe 
forever. 

Another mother was praying for her 
son who, having joined himself with 
people of the world, was unsettled and 
miserable. God heard her prayer, and 
has given the son work, and Christian 
friends; and he is learning to know 
Jesus Christ, his altogether lovely Friend 
and Lord. 

These people are including God in 
their daily lives. On the last Monday 
of Christ’s life He met folks who omit- 
ted God, and He adjusted the circum- 
stances so others could approach Him. 

CLEAR THE Way FOR WORSHIP 

On the second step of your graph, 
described last week, write: “Directions 
from the King.” Use a picture of young 
people at worship, and one which illus- 
trates an act of Christian fruitfulness. 
In the first scene of our lesson Christ 
showed His divine authority over con- 
ditions of worship. Jews coming from 
far places to worship in the Temple at 
Jerusalem exchanged foreign coins for 
Hebrew ones, and purchased local sacri- 
fice offerings instead of bringing theirs 
from a distance. “Them that sold and 
bought,” and the “moneychangers” were 
avaricious and fraudulent in their finan- 
cial transactions. They were conducting 
their business, not as an act of worship, 
but for personal profit and greed. Christ 
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wants worshipers who honor Him “in 
spirit and in truth.” 

Was Christ angry with the men whom 
He cast out? Unholiness cannot exist in 
the presence of God. That is an eternal 
law (John 3:17-21). From our own 
lives, God’s present temples, all that 
which hurts or destroys should be cast 
out in order that we may be “sanctified, 
and meet for the master’s use” (1 Cor. 
3:17; 2 Tim. 2:21). When the defilement 
was gone, then men, women, and chil- 
dren who needed Jesus could get in 
touch with Him, and praise Him 
(Matt. 21:14, 15). 

You may be facing the problem of 
money-making projects in the church. 
We give what we earn as individuals 
toward the work of God, so why should 
there be harm in working legitimately 
as a group to earn money for the Lord’s 
work? However, the emphasis of any 
organization affiliated with the church 
should never be placed upon the raising 
of funds. Let members of Christian or- 
ganizations apply the motto of the Amer- 
ican coin: “In God we trust.” 


PRAYER AND FRUITFULNESS 


In the second scene Christ showed of 
how little value to Him was a fruitless 
plant when He was hungry. Of how 
little value to Him is a fruitless Chris- 
tian life. Compare with John 15. It 
may never be necessary for you to pray 
for a fig tree to wither, or for a moun- 
tain to be dislocated, but right now you 
may be wondering what to do about 
something. You may be worried about 
a trial which is confronting you. Mar- 
velous miracles can take place in your 
life if you will put your confidence in 
God (1 John 5:14, 15).

Soon after our noonday dinner, there 
was a rattling and a rumbling and a 
prancing as four horses hitched to a 
charcoal wagon stopped in front of the 
Parsonage. 

The wagon was made of light, closely- 
set slats, and was very high and wide, 
the sides narrowing down in the center. 

On the broad front seat sat Uri, one 
of Ann’s nephews, grinning cheerfully 
as he reined up his four dancing horses 
with a great jingling of the bells which 
each of them wore. 





Ann and I climbed up on the hub of 
one of the front wheels and were hoisted 
into place on the front seat beside Uri. 
The whole family came out to see us 
go, and shouted good-by. Uri cracked 
his long whip and we were off. 
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Down through Main Street and out 
Broad Street we whirled at a dizzy 
speed, with the whip cracking, the bells 
jingling, and the horses at times break- 
ing into a gallop. 

Everyone shouted at us as we went 
by, for the opening of a charcoal pit 
was always an event in our little town. 

Uri had a broad, good-natured face, 
but it was nearly as black as the charcoal 
of his pit. 

“Charcoal burners only wash once a 
month, after they get their charcoal out,” 
he told me. 


“I'd like to be a charcoal burner,” I 
whispered to Ann.

Up and up Taradiddle we went by a 
road so rough that I had to cling to Ann 
and Uri to keep from being jostled off.

So that it was no wonder that 
the burners felt like celebrating when 
the huge pyre finally burned success- 
fully. 


The great cone was smoking like a vol- 
cano as Uri backed the wagon-up. His 
twin brother Amasa helped him hitch 
the horses and then the two began to 
uncover the vast pile of burned wood. It 
was an anxious moment. A month’s 
work depended on how the wood had 
burned. A few strokes of their shovels 
and the outside layer showed black and 
hard and shining. 


“Hurrah !” shouted Uri. “It’s number 
one charcoal,” and pulling out a handful 
of the crisp black charcoal he rubbed it 
all over my face. 


“Everyone who comes to the opening 
of a pit has to be blooded,” he explained 
as I struggled to get away. 

Then, in spite of Old Ann’s screams 
and slaps and protests, her two wicked 
young nephews proceeded to daub her 
with charcoal until she was black as the 
rest of us. 

Then all four of us set to work load- 
ing the great wagon with the dry, light 
charcoal. When it was full at last we 
sat down to a cold supper that Old Ann 
had packed in a great basket. Then we 
drove back down the mountain in the 
light of a full October moon, and when 
we reached the Parsonage we left the 
other two. What the family said when 
they saw Ann and me and how they 
laughed and. shouted — well, that’s an- 
other story, too.

HE Lord Jesus does not promise His 

followers an easy life or a path of 
roses. On the contrary, He tells us that 
the servant is not above His Lord, and 
that since men found fault with Him 
and persecuted Him we may also ex- 
pect similar treatment (Matt. 10: 22-25): 
He says to us, “In the world ye shall 
have tribulation: but be of good cheer; 
I have overcome the world” (John 16: 
33). 

All this does not mean that the Chris- 
tian life is to be a sorrowful, unhappy 
experience. On the contrary it is to be 
a joyous, blessed one. Nor does it mean 
that the Christian is to go about looking 
for trouble, just because the Lord Jesus 
said that we shall have tribulation. But 
it does mean that we need not be sur- 
prised or cast down when things go 
wrong. It is profitable, then, to see what 
God says to us concerning our course 
of action when difficulties are encoun- 
tered and trials overtake us, so that we 
may be forewarned and forearmed. 

we 

1. When things go wrong, cry! This 
miay surprise you at first glance, for per- 
haps we have observed with considerable 
contempt the tendency of some folks to 
burst into tears the moment that trouble 
appears. But the kind of crying that 
brings help in time of trouble is not 
uncontrolled weeping. David got into 
some very serious difficulties during his 
lifetime, and out of these deep experi- 
ences he wrote, “This poor man cried, 
and the Lord heard him, and saved him 
out of all his troubles” (Psa. 34:6). 
David was talking about crying to God, 
— earnest, prevailing prayer. This is the 
believer’s first recourse when things go 
wrong. Our Heavenly Father knows our 
difficulty, He knows how to right it, and 
He can give us the comfort and assur- 
ance that we need while we are passing 
through it. 
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2. When things go wrong; confess! 
More often than we like to admit, things 
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go -wrong because of our own failure, 
or willfulness, or disobedience. We may 
not at first recognize the exact point at 
which we departed from God’s will or 
way, but He wili show us plainly if 
we will give Him the opportunity to do 
so. 

Even if the trouble is not of our own 
making, we are safe in confessing to 
our Heavenly Father our shortcomings 
and failures when things go wrong. We 
have His promise that if we confess our 
sins He is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness (1 John 1:9). A forgiven, 
cleansed child of God is in the best pos- 
sible position to be led out of difficulty, 
or to be kept through it. Certainly we 
cannot claim God’s deliverance and His 
keeping care when we are rebellious, or 
stubborn, or complaining.

3. When things go wrong, trust! The 
Psalmist of old said, “What time I am 
afraid, I will trust in thee” (Psa. 56:3). 
But Isaiah reached that experience of 
His Heavenly Father’s care in which He 
said, “I will trust, and not be afraid” 
(Isa. 12:2). The New Testament’s word 
to us is, “Casting all your care upon him; 
for he careth for you” (1 Pet. 5:7), and, 
“Cast [roll over] thy burden upon the 
Lord, and he shall sustain thee” (Psa. 
55:22). Needless anxiety and worry tor- 
ment many believers, because they insist 
upon carrying the burdens that God of- 
fers to carry for them. 

po 

4. When things go wrong, read! Read 
God’s Word, for in it we shall learn not 
only of God’s loving provision and care, 
but we learn of His eternal plans and 
purposes for those who have put their 
trust in Him. His Word has been given 
to us, not only as a lamp for pleasant, 
bright days, when sometimes we are not 
so conscious of the need of its light, but 
especially for the dark and difficult 
places. It has been given to us for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruction (2 
Tim. 3:16), and God uses it to point the 
way out of our difficulties and troubles, 
as well as to sustain and comfort us in 
them.

5. When things go wrong, praise ! Many 
of us are glad enough to accept comfort 
and sympathy in time of difficulty. But 
few of us get to that place where we 
can actually praise and thank our 
Heavenly .Father for the trials that come 
upon us. A missionary in the heart of 
Africa came to a seemingly impassible 
swamp. To the surprise of his compan- 
ions he began to sing. When questioned 
he said, “The reason I sing is because 
now I know I am on the right way. In 
my directions I was told that before we 
came to our destination we would en- 
counter this swamp.” 

When difficulties come, sometimes they 
are an indication that we are on the 
right road. One thing we may be sure 
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of, if we are seeking to follow the Lord 
Jesus He does not permit anything to 
come to us except for our own good. 
It may be that we need to learn a valu- 
able lesson; it may be that something 
in our life needs correction; it may be 
that someone else needs the testimony 
of our Christian faith and trust in the 
midst of trouble. But, in any case, we 
may truly praise our Heavenly Father. 
“Count it all joy when ye fall into divers 
temptations [testings]; knowing. this, 
that the trying of your faith worketh 
patience” (Jas. 1:2, 3).

was much violent opposition and the 
first convert was murdered. A rock is 
still kept which struck a former leader 
of the mission on the head and nearly 
killed him. All windows had to be pro- 
tected to save their glass. All this is 
now of the past. Mr. Aston preaches on 
the streets undisturbed. After a Sunday 
service Jews will gather and talk till 
late hours. They are drawn to Christ, 
yet fear the persecution and suffering 
which would follow confession of Him. 
They are a people adrift. Not more 
than 50,000 of the city’s two million 
Jews attend synagogue. They go in 
swarms to Christian Science churches, 
follow after theosophy, ethical culture, 
and other cults, but have mostly ,suc- 
cumbed to the paganism of pagan New 
York. “Never shall I forget the face of 
a Jew sitting only a few seats away from 
me at the Sunday morning service of a 
well-known synagogue in this city. While 
the rabbi, generally conceded to be 
Israel’s most eloquent preacher, was 
séeking to rouse the congregation to his 
point of view, this man calmly smoked 
a cigar. Apparently the idea that the 
service had anything to do with wor- 
ship, the worship of God whom our 
fathers knew in the awful thunder of 
Sinai, never crossed his mind.” 

No keener minds are to be found any- 
where than in Israel, yet one has to 
marvel at their age-long obtuseness. 
Year after year, on the great Day of 
Atonement, they recite a prayer in the 
Musaph service which closely follows 
Isaiah 53, itself now unread in the syna- 
gogue. It seems to refer to Christ, yet 
they fail to identify Christ in these 
words: 

“Messiah our Righteousness has de- 
parted from us: horror has seized upon 
us and there is none to justify us. He 
bears our transgressions and the yoke 
of our iniquities, and is pierced because 
of our transgressions. He bears our sins 
on His shoulders that He may find par- 
don for our iniquities. We are healed 
by His wounds. O Eternal One! It is 
time that Thou shouldest create Him 
anew. Oh, bring Him up from the ter- 
restrial sphere, raise Him up from the 
land of Seir, to announce salvation to 
us from Mt. Lebanon a second time by 
the hand of Yinnon.” 

Mr. Aston holds meetings at the mis- 
sion and on the streets, and deals with 
Jewish students. I would like to com- 
mend his literature for distribution as 
being exceptionally effective and well- 
written. “The Redeemer of Israel” (Yid- 
dish and English) is very. useful for 
giving to Jewish neighbors and for leav- 
ing in Jewish shops. In an “Appeal to 
Jews” he points out the impotence of 
the rabbis to instruct and guide. They 
can only complain of their persecutors. 
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“*Turn ye, turn ye from your evil ways, 
your materialism, immorality, rebellion,’ 
are words which never come from their 
lips. Rather than submit themselves to 
the Almighty in penitence and humility 
in order to draw on His infinite re- 
sources, they endeavor to stem anti- 
Semitism by inter-faith conferences and 
the like. God wants not occasional sor- 
row for sin, due to the prickings of con- 
science, not an occasional thinking of 
Him stimulated by broken health, finan- 
cial reverses, or death of a loved one; 
not occasional worship of Him on the 
Day of Atonement, when even the re- 
ligiously indifferent Jew spends all day 
in the synagogue. God asks for regen- 
eration and a complete turning to Him 
in a radical change of heart and life. 
While we were yet sinners Christ died 
for us. All other sacrifices for Israel 
have ceased. The scarlet thread on the 
horns of the scapegoat ceased to turn 
white (Jewish Encyclopedia, Article 
‘Azazel,’ Vol. 1, p. 367). For nineteen 
hundred years we have stubbornly re- 
jected God’s salvation. Let us confess 
our national sin, repent, and acknowl- 
edge Jesus as Israel’s Messiah.” 

This is an admonition suited for the 
whole wide world, as well as for Israel.

Bible Study in the Service Camps 


é“c OU may safely state that eighty- 

five per cent of the Testaments, 
Bibles, and Gospels you are supplying 
to the chaplains are being studied by 
the men in the camps. Your plan goes 
farther than mere distribution: you have 
supplemented the distribution with fas- 
cinating study outlines.” Thus wrote the 
post ‘chaplain of a large Army post to 
the president of the Bible Meditation 
League. 

This particular plan for specialized 
study for the men originated with Don 
R. Falkenberg, national president of the 
Bible Meditation League, during the 
early days of the CCC camps. The idea 
took form when, just before Mr. Falken- 
berg was introduced to speak at a ban- 
quet in Indianapolis, an aged man sang 
in a quavering voice a song, the theme 
of which was, “Pappy, put the cookies 
on the lower shelf.” One of the CCC 
chaplains, the Rev. Eli Richard of Mich- 
igan and Wisconsin, co-operated in de- 
veloping the “lower shelf” studies among 
the CCC enrollees, and the enthusiastic 
co-operation of chaplains from coast to 
coast followed.

Morocco Then and Now. By Elizabeth 
V. Tryon. (Calvary Independent Baptist 
Church, 1006 26th Ave., Altoona, Pa., 35 
cents.) As Africa is often called the 
Dark Continent, so Morocco has been 
called the Dark Corner of the Dark 
Continent. The average Christian, though 
missionary-minded, knows little or noth- 
ing about Morocco, and so this booklet 
fills a real need. In it is pictured the 
land in its awful sin, under the curse of 
Mohammedanism, with but the smallest 
pin points of Gospel light to pierce its 


- blackness. The author of the book spent 


several years as a missionary in Morocco 
and some of the burden of her heart for 
these sin-oppressed people is carried to 
the reader through its pages. 

The first section describes the Morocco 
of the early years of this century, and 
the later sections picture Morocco as it 
is today, showing the need and oppor- 
tunities for missionary work. It contains 
stories of individuals with whom the 
missionaries came in contact and how 
their lives were changed by the Gospel. 
The book is in reality a report of the 
Morocco Mission of the Gospel Mission- 
ary Union. The very last section is Miss 
Tryon’s personal testimony which she 
concludes by saying: “Through many 
sad but instructive experiences I have 
learned how necessary it is to ‘be not 
carried about with divers and strange 
doctrines, For it is a good thing that 
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the heart be established with grace’” 
The book also contains a Gospel song 
entitled, “Unseen — Yet Loved.”
